WASfflNGTON (AP) — The 
government said today a steep 
increase in farm prices pushed 
wholesale prices up eight-tenths 
of a per cent during April, 
marking the biggest gain in six 
months and signalling a sharp­ 
er rise in the cost of living 
ahead.

months of relatively stable 
wholesale prices and was an 
abrupt break in the steady 
stream of upbeat economic re­ 
ports this year. 
Declining farm prices during 
the first three months of the 
year had held down the over-all 
wholesale price index. But in 
April, farm prices jumped 4.2 
per cent while the index for 
processed foods was up 1.9 per 
cent. This produced a 2.8 per 
cent increase in the agricul­ 


tural sector. 
Wholesale

changes 
eventually are reflected in re­ 
tail prices, although there are 
time lags and relationships are 
not precise. 
Industrial prices rose three- 
tenths of a per cent last month, 
continuing 
the 
moderating 
trend of recent months. How­ 
ever, the April report did not 
reflect recently announced in­ 
creases for steel and other 
products which will show up 
later as they work their way 
through the wholesale price 
chain. 
Economists consider industri­ 
al prices a more reliable ba­ 
rometer of basic inflationary 
trends rather than farm prices 
which often move erratically.

business investment to pay for 
the machinery used by one 
typical production worker. 
The energy shortage will have 
done the country a favor if it 
helps spread an understanding 
of facts such as these-facts 
about the interdependence of 
capital, the stock market and 
jobs, all of which are essential to 
high production and high 
standards 
of living.

reformers who want to further 
penalize successful investors 
with such things as another 
increase in the capital gains tax 
are off the track and out of tunc 


with today’s economic realities.

WASHINGTON— “Everyone 
has his price,” the late Howarc 
Hughes once told his associate 
Noah Dietrich. Each election 
year, the eccentric billionaire 
tried to prove his theory by 
doling 
out 
hundreds 
oi 
thousands of dollars to favored 
political candidates. 
The beneficiaries of his 
largesse ran the political gamut 
from presidents to sheriffs. 
Usually, 
the 
money 
was 
distributed in cash, which was 
taken from the gaming tables of 
his Las Vegas casino, the Silver 
Slipper. 
Sources close to Hughes’ 
Nevada operation say that at­ 
torney Tom Bell passed out the 
big money to the gubernatorial 
and congressional candidates 
and that public relations adviser 
Jimmy the Greek Snyder 
delivered 
the small 
con­ 
tributions 
to 
the 
local 
politicians. 
Chester Smith, an aide to 
former Sen. Alan Bible, D.-Nev., 
explained how it worked in an 
interview with the Internal 
Revenue Service. According to a 
confidential IRS report, Smith 
stated “that sometime in Sep­ 
tember 1968, Tom Bell, an 
employe 
of 
the 
Hughes 
organization, gave Smith $30,000 
to 
$80,000 
in 
currency 
somewhere in downtown Las 
Vegas.” 
Smith confirmed to our 
associate Bob Owens that he had 
collected the cash and that Bible 
“knew about it.” Smith stressed 
that all the money had been used 
in the campaign. 
Like Bible, Sen. 
Howard 
Cannon, D.-Nev., also received 
secret cash contributions from 
Hughes. Evidence in the filesof 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission states that Cannon 
“received between $30,000 and 
$70,000 in contributions from the 
Hughes organization.” 
At least two separate cash 


deliveries were made by Bell, 
one to Cannon’s campaign 
treasurer Jerome Made, the 
other 
to 
Cannon's 
ad­ 
ministrative assistant Chester 
Sobsey. A spokesman said the 
Senator “ has never handled 
fund-raising personally” 
but 
“ knew 
that 
the 
Hughes 
organization” had donated. 
Hughes wasn’t interested in 
the politics of the candidates he 
supported; he merely wanted to 
be sure that those in power 
would be friendly to his int- 
terests. 
In 1968, for example, the 
tycoon confided in a memo to 
then-aide Robert Maheu: “I feel 
there is a really valid posibility 
of a Republican victory this 
year.” 
Richard Nixon sub­ 
sequently received at least 
$150,000 from Hughes. 
We reported on August 6,1971, 
that Hughes executive Richard 
Danner 
had delivered 
two 
$50,000 cash bundles to Nixon’s 
seaside 
retreats 
at 
Key 
Biscayne, Fla., and 
San 
Clemente, Calif. 
Our story about this secret 
contribution, in the opinion of 
some Senate Watergate in­ 
vestigators, so alarmed Nixon 
that it led to the Watergate 
break-in. 
As the investigators have fit 
the jigsaw pieces together, 
Nixon suspected that then- 
Democratic National Chairman 
Larry O’Brien had tipped us off 
to the story, so the Watergate 
burglars 
were 
sent 
into 
O’Brien’s office to find out what 
evidence he had hidden away 
about the Nixon-Hughes con­ 
nection. 
In the same 1971 story, we also 
reported that Hughes had in­ 
structed 
Maheu to deliver 
$50,000 to Hubert Humphrey 
during his last year as Vice 
President. The billionaire ex­ 
plained to Maheu that Hum­ 
phrey could help stop the 
Nevada nuclear testing, which 
Hughes 
feared could keep 
customers away from his Las 
Vegas hotels«nd casinos.

$1,000; Alan Cranston, D.-Calif.,

N.M., $1,000; Frank Moss, D.-

Agency Running Wild: 
Equal Employment Oppor­ 
tunity 
Commission 
staffers 
charged with corruption and 
stirring race antagonism 
WASHINGTON - Rarely 
have so many government in­ 
siders refused to talk candidly, 
even on any background basis, 
about the civil war screeching 
through the $80 million-a-year 
federal agency created to obtain 
“ equal 
employment” 
for 
minorities and women. 
Despite this sensitivity over 
“ getting 
involved,’ ’ 
knowledgeable sources drop 
enough information to sub­ 
stantiate the report that the 
runaway, virtually autonomous 
Equal 
Employment 
Opp- 
portunity Commission (EEOC) 
is rotten with mismanagement, 
zealotry, some bigotry, some 
corruption, 
bloc rivalries, 
duelling among blacks, Spanish- 
sur named 
officials, 
women, 
Orientals 
and 
American 
Indians. But basically the most 
bitter charge is that of reverse 
discrimination - blocking of 
advancement by whites inside 
the EEOC itself as well as the 
federal government. Especially 
on promotions, known as “up­ 
ward mobility.” 
This turmoil has brought in 
the Oval Office itself, the FBI, 
the General Accounting Office 
(GAO), 
the House Equal 
Opportunities 
subcommittee 
chaired by California’s black 
Congressman Gus Hawkins, and 
Sen. Pete Williams’ Senate 
Labor 
Committee. 
Hawkins 
himself will hold hearings on 
“serious misconduct” by some 
EEOC officials and “serious 
management 
deficiencies” 
disclosed by audits of 32 district 
offices. 
For years now the EEOC has 
been wallowing in inefficiency 
and 
overspending. 
One in­ 
vestigator reports that “the 
whole thing is one of the most 
screwed up agencies ever 
created in the past 10 years... it 
is 
a 
source of fantastic 
frustration ... it has a shoe-box 
system of keeping records and 
last 
year 
the 
Senate 
Appropriations Committee and 
GAO had to move in because the 
EEOC spent a million dollars 
more than they actually had. 
Tins is a very serious matter.” 
The commission reportedly is 
wide open. Recently one of its 
own officials was arrested for 
attempting to sell equipment, 
stolen from the EEOC itself, to 
the camouflaged police fencing 
operation called Big Sting. 
The commission hasn’t been 
able to keep a chairman. There 
have been six in the past 10 
years. Now, the distinguished 
black Detroiter Lowell Perry, 
named by President Ford 
himself to straighten out the 
weird agency, is quitting, 
though Perry denied this just a 
few weeks ago. Disgusted, he’s 
going to Chrysler as a high- 
priced executive. 
In die words of one prober, one 
of the most principled men in 
government, the EEOC rank 
and file appears determined to 
fight a racial war inside the 
government as well as in the 


outer world. Each minority bloc 
screams at the other, charging 
the other is either self-servingly 
Mack-oriented or Spanish-name- 
biased. Or anti-iemale. 0 » high 
EEOC official actually told a 
conference that the second and 
third echelon would make policy 
because “chairmen come and 
go.” 
It’s all sort of a lost world 
affecting huge federal contracts 
and millions of workers. 
For example, the government 
awarded some $50 billion worth 
of contracts in 1974 to non- 
construction firms for needed 
services and supplies. These 
covered 25 million jobs. All this 
comes under equal employment 
codes. And that’s just the 
beginning. 
It’s all so messed up and in­ 
terwoven in rivalries that there 
are no uniform guidelines. Not 
too 
long 
ago 
an Equal 
Employment 
Opportunity 
Coordinating 
Council 
was 
created- 
consisting of 
the 
Justice 
Department, 
Labor 
Department, U.S. Commission 
on Civil Rights, the U.S. Civil 
Service Commission and the 
EEOC-- which almost im­ 
mediately began boycotting the 
council sessions and efforts to 
set up reasonaMe codes for 
employers. 
These covered job application 
tests, the radius, 
by miles, 
within which a corporation must 
develop affirmative action 
programs and the delivery of 
such codes in writing for ap­ 
proval by some federal equal 
opportunity 
enforcement 
agency. 
But the EEOC had other 
plans. It was determined to 
accumulate “cases.” There are 
more than 125,000 complaints on 
hand now. 
Some in EEOC want to stack 
these up and go after a “pattern 
of discrimination” as a prelude 
to class action suits. There have 
been two or three such massive 
actions costing industries many 
millions of dollars. 
As one official put it: “Of 
course there are violations of the 
codes and theory but the day is 
ova: for mass discrimination. 
But some of those EEOC staff 
people want racial and class 
warfare, I believe, instead of 
mediation.” 


One cabinet-level official who 
recently shifted to another 
equally high post told me the 
other night that the pressures 
are unbearable: “Mole hills are 
piled up into mountains and 
mountains into Himalayas.” 
Also reports are that EEOC 
plans to hire some 200 in­ 
vestigators. Why? Virtually all 
states 
have 
some 
anti- 
discrimination agencies. Why 
not turn those 200 investigators 
ova: to the Health, Education 
and Welfare Department to 
search out the chiselers so the 
truly needy poor, the infirm and 
the aged can get more of what is 
needed? 
Soon there will be a Comp­ 
troller General’s report and 
open congressional hearings. 
These should end the reign of the 
zealots.

Nevada operation say that at­ 
torney Tom Bell passed out the 
big money to the gubernatorial 
and congressional candidates 
and that public relations adviser 
Jimmy 
the Greek 
Snyder 
delivered 
the 
small 
con­ 
tributions 
to 
the 
local 
politicians 
Chester Smith, an aide to 
former Sen Alan Bible, D.-Nev., 
explained how it worked in an 
interview 
with 
the 
Internal 
Revenue Service According to a 
confidential IRS report, Smith 
stated “that sometime in Sep­ 
tember 1968, Tom Bell, an 
employe 
of 
the 
Hughes 
organization, gave Smith $30,000 
to 
$80,000 
in 
currency 
somewhere in downtown Las 
Vegas " 
Smith confirmed 
to 
our 
associate Bob Owens that he had 
collected the cash and that Bible 
“knew about it.” Smith stressed 
that all the money had been used 
in the campaign

Equal 
Employment Oppor­ 
tunity 
Commission 
staffers 
charged with corruption and 
stirring race antagonism 
WASHINGTON — Rarely 
have so many government in­ 
siders refused to talk candidly, 
even on any background basis, 
about the civil war screeching 
through the $80 million-a-year 
federal agency created to obtain 
“ equal 
employment” 
for 
minorities and women 
Despite this sensitivity over 
“ g e ttin g 
in v o lv e d ,” 
knowledgeable 
sources 
drop 
enough 
information 
to sub­ 
stantiate the report that the 
runaway, virtually autonomous 
Equal 
Employment 
Opp- 
portumty Commission (EEOC) 
is rotten with mismanagement, 
zealotry, some bigotry, some 
corruption, 
bloc 
rivalries, 
duelling among blacks, Spanish- 
surnained 
officials, 
women, 
Orientals 
and 
American 
Indians But basically the mo6t 
bitter charge is that of reverse 
discrimination - blocking of 
advancement by whites inside 
the EEOC itself as well as the 
federal government. Especially 
on promotions, known as “up­ 
ward mobility.” 
This turmoil has brought in 
the Oval Office itself, the FBI, 
the General Accounting Office 
(GAO), 
the 
House 
Equal 
Opportunities 
subcommittee 
chaired by California’s black 
Congressman Gus Hawkins, and 
Sen 
Pete 
Williams’ 
Senate 
Labor 
Committee 
Hawkins 
himself will hold hearings on 
"serious misconduct” by some 
EEOC officials and “serious 
management 
deficiencies” 
disclosed by audits of 32 district 
offices 
For years now the EEOC has 
been wallowing in inefficiency 
and 
overspending 
One 
in­ 
vestigator reports that “the 
whole thing is one of the most 
screwed up agencies ever 
created in the past 10 years ... it 
is 
a 
source 
of 
fantastic 
frustration ... it has a shoebox 
system of keeping records and 
last 
year 
the 
Senate 
Appropriations Committee and 
GAO had to move in because the 
EEOC spent a million dollars 
more than they actually had 
This is a very serious matter ” 
The commission reportedly is 
wide open Recently one of its 
own officials was arrested for 
attempting to sell equipment, 
stolen from the EEOC itself, to 
the camouflaged police fencing 
operation called Big Sting 
The commission hasn't been 
able to keep a chairman There 
have been six in the past 10 
years Now, the distinguished 
black Detroiter Lowell Perry, 
named by President Ford 
himself to straighten out the 
weird agency, 
is quitting, 
though Perry denied this just a 
few weeks ago Disgusted, he’s 
going to Chrysler as a high 
priced executive 
In the words of one prober, one 
of the most principled men in 
government, the EEOC rank 
and file appears determined to 
fight a racial war inside the 
government as well as in the 


outer world. Each minority bloc 
screams at the other, charging 
the other is either self-servingly 
black-oriented or Spanish-name- 
biased Or anti-female One high 
EEOC official actually told a 
conference that the second and 
third echelon would make policy 
because "chairmen come and 
go ” 
It's all sort of a lost world 
affecting huge federal contracts 
and millions of workers 
For example, the government 
awarded some $50 billion worth 
of contracts in 1974 to non­ 
construction firms for needed 
services and supplies. These 
covered 25 million jobs All this 
comes under equal employment 
codes 
And 
that's 
just the 
beginning. 
It’s all so messed up and in­ 
terwoven in rivalries that there 
are no uniform guidelines Not 
too 
long 
ago 
an 
Equal 
E m ploym ent 
Opportunity 
Coordinating 
Council 
was 
created- 
consisting 
of 
the 
Justice 
Department, 
Labor 
Department, U.S. Commission 
Mi Civil Rights, the U.S. Civil 
Service Commission and the 
EEOC - which almost im ­ 
mediately began boycotting the 
council sessions and efforts to 
set up reasonable codes for 
employers. 


These covered job application 
tests, the radius, 
by miles, 
within which a corporation must 
develop affirmative action 
programs and the delivery of 
such codes in writing for ap­ 
proval by some federal equal 
opportunity 
enforcem ent 
agency. 
But the EEOC had other 
plans 
It was determined to 
accumulate "cases ” There are 
more than 125,000 complaints on 
hand now. 
Some in EEOC want to stack 
these up and go after a “pattern 
of discrimination" as a prelude 
to class action suits There have 
been two or three such massive 
actions costing industries many 
millions of dollars 
As one official put it: “Of 
course there are violations of the 
codes and theory but the day is 
over for mass discrimination 
But some of those EEOC staff 
people want racial and class 
warfare, I believe, instead of 
mediation.” 


One cabinet-level official who 
recently 
shift«! 
to 
another 
equally high post told me the 
other night that the pressures 
are unbearable: "Mole hills are 
piled up into mountains and 
mountains 
into 
Himalayas.” 
Also reports are that EEOC 
plans to hire some 200 in­ 
vestigators Why? Virtually all 
states 
have 
some 
anti- 
discrimination agencies. Why 
not turn those 200 investigators 
over to the Health, Education 
and 
Welfare Department to 
search out the chiselers so the 
truly needy poor, the infirm and 
the aged can get more of what is 
needed'' 
Soon there will be a Comp­ 
troller General's report and 
open congressional hearings 
These should end the reign of the 
zealots

But with that 
kind of money, houses will be­ 
gin cracking down on their pol- 
icy.

Criminals steal 2 million 
from government computers 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Crim­ 
inals have manipulated govern­ 
ment computers to steal about 
$2 million in 69 known cases, 
but the over-all loss could be 
much 
higher, 
congressional 
auditors say. 
“ A wide variety of computer- 
released crimes in all levels of 
government 
has 
been 
dis­ 
covered,” the General Account­ 
ing Office concluded in a recent 
report. 
The GAO said the frauds 
were possible because of lax 
controls over the computer sys­ 
tems maintained by numerous 
government agencies. 
In its investigation, the con­ 
gressional audit agency obtain­ 
ed information on 69 computer 
crime cases from nine major 
government departments. 
In one case, the report said, 
a government employe entered 
fake payment vouchers into a 
computer system. 
“ The computer could not rec­ 
ognize that the transactions 
were 
fraudulent and issued 
checks 
payable to fictitious 
companies set up by the em­ 
ploye and his accomplices,” the 
auditors wrote. 
The checks were sent to 
banks where the conspirators 
had opened accounts for the fit 
titious firms. “ The criminal > 
then withdrew the funds from 
the accounts," the report con­ 
tinued.

$100,000,

said. 
About 62 per cent of the gov­ 
ernment computer crimes in­ 
volved such relatively simple 
operations, 
contrary 
to

widespread belief that comput­ 
er crime requires sophisticated 
technological expertise, the re­ 
port observed. 
In other cases, the report 
said some employes have ille­ 
gally used government comput­ 
ers for their own purposes. This 
has cost the government sev­ 
eral thousand dollars in com­ 
puter time, the report said.

WASHINGTON (AH) — The 
upturn in the nation’s economy 
is giving young men a better 
shot at the job market and 
their interest in the all-volun­ 
teer m ilitary service is on the 
decline, according to a new sur­ 
vey conducted for the Army. 
Maj. Gen. Eugene P. Forres­ 
ter, the Army’s top recruiter, 
says the survey “ indicates a 
new surge in confidence in ci­ 
vilian job prospects and in 
young people’s economic fu­ 
tures coupled with a declining 
interest in military service.” 
By and large, the services 
have been able to meet their 
enlistment quotas since the re- 
cessin took hold in 1974. 
But results of the survey, dis­ 
closed at an Army conference 
this week, spells bad news for 
the Pentagon’s hopes of main­ 
taining an all-volunteer mili­ 
tary 
force 
if the economy 
booms. 
The survey tends to support 
the recent warning by the De­ 
fense Manpower Commission, 
which said that if a robust 
economy develops, the supply 
of recruits will probably not be 
large enough to support needs 
of the service."

"The big thing to emphasize 
is that with gastric (stomach) 
cancer, there really haven’t 
been other treatment results in­ 
dicating this prolonged surviv­ 
al,” Dr. John Macdonald said 
in an interview. 
“This indicates there is now 
a 50 per cent chance that gas­ 
tric cancer cases can respond 
to the program and for those 
who do, there could be a rela­ 
tively long survival with im­ 
proved quality of life compared 
to present statistics,” he said. 
Macdonald and Drs. Philip S. 
Schein, Winston Ueno and Paul 
Woolley presented the results of 
their study in Toronto, Canada, 
at a meeting of the American 
Society of Clinical Oncology. 
With the best previous drug 
treatment for stomach cancer, 
“the average survival time was 
only five and one half months 
for 50 per cent of the patients,” 
Macdonald said. “There was al­ 
most no difference between this

SAN FRANCISCO - (NEA) 
— I visited San Francisco, and

A stunt­ 
man, Chuck Hicks, was doubl­ 
ing for Sorvino, doing a stunt 
which involved running along 
the dock, jumping onto crates 
and then grabbing a huge 
crate as it was hoisted aboard 
a freighter. 
Hicks was, of course, dress­ 
ed in the identical clothes Sor­ 
vino was wearing and was 
built along the same lavish 
lines. The rest of the cast was 
kidding Sorvino about why he 
w a sn ’t doing th e stu n t 
himself. 
“ I’m in good shape,” Sor­ 
vino said. “ But not that 
good.” 
Sorvino was bitter about the 
tre a tm e n t the show had 
gotten, but it didn't affect his 
acting or his behavior on the 
set. It wasn’t until you asked 
him about the show that you 
touched a nerve and it all 
poured out. 
He sa id he w as v ery 
depressed over what had been 
happening to the show. It 
started with the first episode. 
Bert D’Angelo-Superstar was 
a spinoff from the long- 
running ABC hit. The Streets 
of San Francisco. They in­ 
troduced Sorvino as D’Angelo 
on that show, bringing the 
character out from New York 
and installing him in San 
Francisco. 
But, for some dumb reason, 
ABC first scheduled that spin­ 
off and then rescheduled it. 


HAPPIER DAYS found Paul 
Sorvino delighted doing his 
own se r ie s, before he 
became convinced ABC was 
abandoning the show to 
cancellation. 


The result was that it never 
did air until after the new 
show premiered in its own 
time slot. So the character 
w as n e v e r p ro p e rly in ­ 
troduced. 
“ I’ve had no explanation 
from the network as to why 
they did that,” Sorvino says, 
“other than they said they 
thought it was a good idea. 
What good idea? We were all 
set up for a big bow and then 
they did that. 
“It’s like Ali going against 
Liston when he was 18. No 
way. They wouldn’t let him, 
not until he was ready. They 
let us get in the ring before we 
were ready. ” 
When a show isn't going 


well, there is always talk 
about extraneous 
things. 
Many of the people blamed 
the title of the show, which 
really was misleading

Sorvino wouldn’t go the route 
of that cop-out.

Atrocity of ignoring 
foreign atrocities 


Postal service cuts 
could hurt small towns

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - As a nation we periodically 
become deeply concerned with the fate of a nation 
Angola, 
South Vietnam or Korea. 
Yet, except on occasion, we seem insensitive to the fate of 
individuals politically persecuted in one country or another 
For one Alexander Solzhenitsyn, the writer whose cause we 
pursue, we ignore a thousand others. 
We read of prominent scientists and writers sent to insane 
asylums and kept drugged for years on end. And we cluck in 
distaste, then turn back to the comics. 
Whole populations are moved in China and we yawn. 
Tens of thousands of peaceful protesters and opposition 
political leaders are jailed without trial by India s Indira 
Gandhi and we barely turn away from the late movie. 
We skim over reports of the fate of critics of the regime in 
North and South Korea, in South Vietnam, Chile and Argen­ 
tina. We barely notice similar happenings in Uganda. 
On occasion, a prestigious group of scientists, writers, psy­ 
chologists passes a resolution in defense of human rights, 
carefully worded so as to create no offense After some 
publicity, the m atter is discretely allowed to die. There is no 
political advantages in concern over individual suffering. 
The members of the National Academy of Sciences, com­ 
posed of some of our most prominent theoreticians, is agoniz­ 
ing over this problem currently, and thus far getting nowhere. 
There is agreement only on a bland statement of the type men­ 
tioned above. 
Now it must be said in all fairness that there is no easy solu­ 
tion to this problem. Every nation is jealous of their national 
sovereignty and each takes an extremely dim view of any 
criticism of its internal actions. 
The U.S. government does little. Though some of its agen­ 
cies collect information on the repression of individuals and 
groups within most countries, that information, for the most 
part, lies hidden in the files of the State Department and in­ 
telligence. Sometimes pro forma protests are made in inter­ 
national organizations; there is usually little follow through 
There’s apparently no attempt by Washington at a cover up 
— but little attempt either, to let Americans know the suffer­ 
ing of those men and women in foreign countries whose only 
sin has been to express openly, or privately, their personal 
convictions on freedom and the state of affairs in their own 
countries. 
, . 
Yet as Philip Handler, President of the National Academy 
of Sciences, has said, the fabric of human rights “ is a single 
tissue, a web that cannot be rent anywhere without being 
damaged everywhere. It cannot safely be torn in some corner 
of the globe . . . without damaging each of us 
I suggest that if Western Europe is worth defending against 
Hitler, and Eastern Asia against Tojo, that those courageous 
individuals who suffer inhumane persecution because of their 
simple desire for freedom of speech, have some claim on us, 
not on our troops or economic sanctions necessarily But cer­ 
tainly a thoroughly-documented detailed exposure of each 
atrocity with a regular follow through on the progress of the 
case, could have some effect. 
I do not here refer to blanket charges, which too frequently 
degenerate into easily ignored propaganda, but rather to in­ 
dividual factual dossiers of each incident. 


In Boston on June 16, 1775, 
British Gen. Gage issued a 
proclamation offering a pardon 
“in the King’s name, to all, ex­ 
cept Samuel Adams and John 
Hancock, who will lay down 
their arm s.”

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — As a nation we periodically 
become deeply concerned with the fate of a nation — Angola. 
South Vietnam or Korea 
Yet, except on occasion, we seem insensitive to the fate of 
individuals politically persecuted in one country or another 
For one Alexander Solzhenitsyn, the w riter whose cause we 
pursue, we ignore a thousand others 
We read of prominent scientists and w riters sent to insane 
asylum s and kept drugged for years on end And we cluck in 
distaste, then turn back to the comics. 
Whole populations are moved in China and we yawn 
Tens of thousands of peaceful protesters and opposition 
political leaders are jailed without trial by India's Indira 
Gandhi and we barely turn away from the late movie 
We skim over reports of the fate of critics of the regim e in 
North and South Korea, in South Vietnam. Chile and Argen­ 
tina We barely notice sim ilar happenings in Uganda 
On occasion, a prestigious group of scientists, w riters, psy­ 
chologists passes a resolution in defense of human rights, 
carefully worded so as to create no offense 
After some 
publicity, the m atter is discretely allowed to die There is no 
political advantages in concern over individual suffering 
The m em bers of the National Academy of Sciences, com ­ 
posed of some of our most prom inent theoreticians, is agoniz­ 
ing over this problem currently, and thus far getting nowhere. 
There is agreem ent only on a bland statem ent of the type m en­ 
tioned above 
Now it must be said in all fairness that there is no easy solu 
tion to this problem. Every nation is jealous of their national 
sovereignty and each takes an extrem ely dim view of any 
criticism of its internal actions 
The U.S. government does little Though some of its agen­ 
cies collect information on the repression of individuals and 
groups within most countries, that information, for the most 
part, lies hidden in the files of the State Departm ent and in­ 
telligence Sometimes pro forma protests are made in inter­ 
national organizations; there is usually little follow through 
T here’s apparently no attem pt by Washington at a cover up 
— but little attem pt either, to let Americans know the suffer­ 
ing of those men and women in foreign countries whose only 
sin has been to express openly, or privately, their personal 
convictions on freedom and the state of affairs in their own 
countries 
Yet as Philip Handler. President of the National Academy 
of Sciences, has said, the fabric of human rights “ is a single 
tissue, a web that cannot be rent anywhere without being 
damaged everywhere It cannot safely be torn in some corner 
of the globe 
. . without damaging each of us 
I suggest that if Western Europe is worth defending against 
Hitler, and Eastern Asia against Tojo. that those courageous 
individuals who suffer inhumane persecution because of their 
simple desire for freedom of speech, have some claim on us. 
not on our troops or economic sanctions necessarily But cer­ 
tainly a thoroughly-documented detailed exposure of each 
atrocity with a regular follow through on the progress of the 
case, could have some effect 
I do not here refer to blanket charges, which too frequently 
degenerate into easily ignored propaganda, but rather to in 
dividual factual dossiers of each incident

Ives Scholar-Pianist Performing

It was difficult to get the late 
American 
composer 
Charles 
Ives to answer a queston. He’d 
use it, according to those who 
knew him, as a springboard for 
another question or thought. 
'B ut, in 1935, before pianist. 
John Kirkpatrick had met Ives, 
he sent some written questions 
about ‘‘The Concord Sonata,” 
including which version to use 
at a certain point. Back came 
an answer, in Mrs. Ives’s writ­ 
ing, ‘‘Do whatever seem s natu­ 
ral or best to you but not neces­ 
sarily the same 
way 
each 
t$me.” 
Kirkpatrick says, ‘‘There is a 
great deal of resource material 
for all four movements of ‘Con­ 
cord.’ 
I 
combine 
whatever 
seem s most advantageous to 
the presentation of the ideas. 
That is a constant growth on 
my part, in appreciating what 
the idea is and could be and 
a)so in evaluating the different 
resources. From year to year 
that changes.” His own two 
recordings of “Concord,” for 
Columbia, out in 1946 and 1969, 
are very different. 
“Most 
composers 
1 
have 
known have more or less that 
point of view toward their own 
music. They expect the per­ 
former to contribute something 
even if only in proportioning 
the flow of ideas. Ives wanted 
you to feel free to change a 
note or a few notes if you felt it 
was necessary. 
“He had a wonderful thing he 
said, ‘These notes and near-pic­ 
tures of sound are in a way a 
platform for the player to make 
his own speeches on.’ ” 
Kirkpatrick, 
born 
in New 
York, is 70, retired from teach­ 
ing — at Cornell from 1946 to 
’68 and at Yale from 1968 to '73 
— and is curator of the largest 
Ives collection anywhere, at 
Yale, and sometimes gives pi­ 
ano concerts. He and violinist 
Daniel 
Stepner 
have 
given 
three this year, the third in 
Town Hall, New York March 8, 
and have a few more planned, 
mostly on college campuses. 
They may record together. 
"I perform when I feel that 
I’ve got to say something,” 
Kirkpatrick says. 
’This new 
piece by Carl Ruggles and the 
particular slant Stepner and I 
feel that we have been privi­ 
leged to dream up with regard 
to the Ives violin sonata — I 
think I’ve got to get that said. 
Otherwise I’m Grandpa and 
like to leave concerts to the 
youngsters.” 
Kirkpatrick knew both Ives 
and Ruggles. That came about, 
he says, “because they were in­ 
teresting. I got to know their 
music and found their music in­ 
teresting and wanted to see 
What they were like. In my 
taste, Ives and Ruggles stand 
out above other 20th-century 
Composers.” 
Ruggles isn’t nearly as well 
known as Ives, 
Kirkpatrick 
says, “largely because of his 
very small output. He was such 
a terrific perfectionist. He had 
a difficult style. It was bound 
up with the concept of nonrepe­ 
tition of notes in the melodic 
line, but not like the 12-tone 
composers do. He called 12-tone 
composing ‘a dog chasing its 
tail.’ He would use about eight 
or nine notes — he didn’t make 
himself use them all. He did it 
rhapsodically and freely. He 
wanted to avoid any sense of 
method. 
“We only have about a dozen 
pieces. Ruggles destroyed all 
his earlier music. A few things 
have happened to escape that 


he had forgotten about, like two 
early songs that were found as 
copyright deposit copies in the 
Library of Congress. They’re 
quite beautiful examples of late 
19th-century 
writing. 
As he 
would have said himself, ‘They 
go to town.’ ” 
“Mood,” the “new” Ruggles 
work that Kirkpatrick and Step­ 
ner are performing this season 
is one that Kirkpatrick found 
when Ruggles asked him to 
sort his compositions. “I think 
it probably dates to around 
1918. His earliest acknowledged 
work is 1919. It is a piece he

probably meant to destroy. He 
never told me about it. When I 
found it and it looked complete, 
I didn’t quite dare show it to 
him or ask him about it. I 
thought he would destroy it. It 
looked far too good to suffer 
that fate.” 
Ives 
also 
destroyed 
com­ 
positions, 
Kirkpatrick 
says, 
being a man who saved every­ 
thing then would have a burst 
of cleaning out and in the proc­ 
ess would throw out more than 
he meant to 
There aren’t more Ives and 
Ruggles scores to find, Kirk­ 
patrick says, but there are a 
num ber of Ives scores still to 
be edited, and Kirkpatrick is 
doing that. "Part of it is trying 
to define what the lost organ 
parts to various church an­ 
them s by Ives might have 
been Most exist only in voice 
parts with a few sketchy in­ 
dications of the organ part, 
which is lost. I work from a 
few sketch) cues. Some of his 
early anthems have stumped 
me. One that I’ve done that 
way and is published is his set­ 
ting of Tennyson’s ‘Crossing the 
Bar.’ I think he was about 77 
when he wrote it and it is prob­ 
ably the best thing he had writ­ 
ten so far. My wife feels that 
the greater the poet, the great- 


er the music that will be drawn 
out of the composer.” 
Kirkpatrick started in music 
“when I was put at the piano, 
in a 
well-behaved Victorian 
family, and it took. Then music 
was the only thing I was inter­ 
ested in. College and I parted 
company and I went to France 
to study music. I very luckily 
made 
the 
acquaintance 
of 
Nadia Boulanger, studying har­ 
mony and a little counterpoint 
and a lot of analysis with her. 
Most of my piano work was 
with l/onta Nouneberg. 
“I have no talent for com­ 
posing. I like to think because 
I’m no composer and have no 
ideas of my own, I am a good 
editor. I have no individuality 
to m ess up anything with.” 
About performances of Ives’ 
music he has heard, 
Kirk­ 
patrick says, “I think many of 
them don’t aim high enough. 
Ives performances are apt to 
be too content with presenting 
his adventurousness and the 
surprising ways he anticipated 
everybody and his dissonance, 
but I rarely hear Ives perform­ 
ances that try to reveal the 
spiritual nature of his music. I 
think Ives would have regarded 
as one of the most important 
things he said, ‘The only hope 
of mankind is the unseen spir­ 


it.’ 
“Ives has been taken to task 
for following Emerson’s aes­ 
thetics, which were not very 
well developed. But actually 
what he did was base his aes­ 
thetics on Emerson’s philoso­ 
phy, which was extremely so­ 
phisticated and extremely vi­ 
sionary and advanced in the 
best sense.” 
Kirkpatrick teamed up with 
violinist Stepner after hearing 
him play Bach’s “C Major So­ 
nata” and keep its 14-minute 
fugue sounding fresh. He says, 
“I don’t know any other young 
violinist who is so completely 
devoted to the innermost spirit 
of the music and so intelligent 
about it.”

(AP) — The Missouri Supreme 
Court ordered a Springfield 
dairy today to pay $30,000 in 
fines as resolution of charges 
that the company violated the 
state's Unfair Milk Sales Prac­ 
tices Act. 
The order against the Fore­ 
most Foods Co., adopted unani­ 
mously by the seven-member 
court, ends 18 months of leitiga- 
tion involving the first legal at­ 
tempt to enforce provisions of 
the 1959 law, which is intended 
to limit unfair competition in 
the dairy industry. 
The court-ordered fine is in 
additon to compliance with pro­ 
visions set out in a consent de­ 
cree agreed to last November 
by Atty. Gen. John Danforth 
and company officials, accord­ 
ing to Brook Bartlett, assistant 
attorney general.
